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ADVANCED COURSES 


The advanced courses will be offered on much the same plan 
as in 1919-20, the actual instructional period opening on Monday, 
February 7th, and closing on Friday, April 29th. A mimeo- 
graphed circular, descriptive of the work offered, was distributed 
widely to possible candidates in the summer. 

The School is glad to announce that by reason of arrange- 
ments with the New York School of Social Work and with Co- 
lumbia University, advanced students who wish to supplement 
their library school study with other instruction bearing upon 
the work for which they are preparing themselves, can secure 
relevant courses and have them credited up to a certain point 
toward the Library School diploma. This will make it possible, 
for example, for a student who wishes to specialize in administra- 
tive subjects, to secure courses in management, or in public ad- 
ministration; or for one who plans to conduct an historical or an 
economics library to pursue study bearing on these fields. Fit- 
ness of the student to enter a particular course is prerequisite, 
and all courses taken elsewhere are subject to the approval of the 
Faculty.

Parallel with the advanced courses, a series of open courses 
will be offered in February, March, and April. Circulars descrip- 
tive of these are available and may be had upon application to the 
School.
